at the 1936 general election. 

Dixon was sentenced by Judge 
Reeves to four years in the Federal 
penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kan. 

Three-year terms were the penal- 
ties fixed for Weeden Henderson 
and Glen Barnard, Democratic 
judges. 

Mrs. Amy Freund. listed as a Re- 
publican judge, was placed on three- 
year probation, after receiving a 
suspended sentence of six months 
in the Jackson County jail. 

Three others who pleaded no de- 
fense were placed on probation for 
two years. They were Mrs, Maude 
Sprink, Republican clerk; Count B. 
Weeks, Republican judge, and Miss 
Adeline B. Levy, Democratic clerk. 

“State Should Be Aroused.” 

“A great wrong has been perpe- 
trated,” Judge Reeves toid the de- 
fendants. “The whose State of Mis- 
souri should be aroused.” 

“There is a reign of terror in 
Kansas City,” Judge Reeves said 
forty#eventh, forty-eighth, forty- 
ninth and fiftieth persons to be 
convicted in the 1936 election scan- 
dals. 

“A&A score of business men have 
mentioned to me that in Kansas 
City they do not dare take an atti- 
tude against conditions. They tell 
me there are secret influences that 
will militate against their business. 
They say there is a system of espi- 
onage and they dare not vote their 
sentiments. 

“The espionage of Kansas City 
is such if it were known they voted 
‘wrong’ there would be a secret boy- 
cott against their businesses, their 
tax assessments would be raised 
and their businesses would be driv- 
en out of the city.

In Fascist 
Italy there is an espionage system; 

Who 
is it that carries on such a reign 
Is it possible a reign 
of terror exists here that causes 
judges and clerks of election to cer- 
tify false returns, that drives a 
business man to do what he does 
not desire to do and renders. him 
quiescent, daring not to speak, 


Threats Against Judges. 

“Judges are subjected to a reign 
of terrorism. We are threatened 
almost daily and are victims of 
outrageous abuse and profanity. 
How long will this reign of terror 
continue in Kansas City, that forces 
business men to go on like mum- 
mies? How long? This terror that 
drives business men to secrecy and 
seals their lips. These floods and 
tides of abuse that sweep into the 
judges’ homes. 

“It seems to me the time has 
come for business men and citi- 
zens to stand up against this reign 
of terrorism, to stand against these 
things that have brought shame to 
our city. Difficulty is experienced 
in putting a finger on these secret 
influences. Yet persons come whin- 
ing, whimpering and wheedling to 
the judges and say these poor pup- 
pets of theirs violated the instruc- 
tions of the masters. How grossly 
unfair this is: One of the defend- 
ants was quoted as saying he had 
his orders from ‘higher up.’ Who 
gave these orders? Who is respon- 
sible?”

GENEVA, Feb. 2.—The Council 
of the League of Nations closed its 
100th session today, after adopting 
a resolution asking League Powers 
to consider aid for China, Poland 
and Peru did not vote. 

The resolution adopted merely 
expresses confidence that “those 
states represented in the Council, 
for whom the situa tion is of special 
interest, will lose no opportunity of 
xamining, in consultation with 
other similarly interested Powers, 
the feasibility of any further step 
which may contribute to the joint 
settlement of the conflict in the Far 
Bast.” 

It calls “the serious attention” of 
League members to the Assembly's 
resolution of last October, which 
asked them to “do nothing to weak- 
en China’s resistance” and advised 
them to consider measures in which 
aid to China could be given indi- 
vidually. 

Poland and Peru held out on 
grounds that the resolution was 
drawn by China, Great Britain, 
France and Russia without consult- 
ing other Powers and despite the 
assurances of Viscount Cranborne 
of Great Britain that this was only 
to “facilitate” the Council’s work. 
Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo, Chi- 
nese delegate, in appealing for aid, 
had insisted it was the League's 
duty and “opportunity” to discour- 
age Japanese aggreasion in. China. 
He declared in a speech before 
the vote that violence in the Orient 
jeopardized the peace of Europe, 
that maltreatment of Americans 
and Europeans by Japanese sol- 
diers in China had been an inten- 
tional step in a Japanese plan to 
drive Occidentals out of the Orient, 
and that “Japanese soldiers appear 
to take special pride in insulting 
a white man.“

Giesler examined Wright closely 
about a statement which he made 
to police some three hours after 
the shooting. 

“Now you said in this statement,” 
Giesler said, referring to a copy 
he held in hig hand, “that ‘T shot, 
shot, shot everything that was in 
me.’ Did you recall having pulled 
the trigger?” “No, I didn’t.” 

“Then why did you say that?” 
„J don’t know—I. just tried to re- 
construct. I knew what must have 
happened.” 

“Before you came into that liv- 
ing room did you have in your 
heart or mind at that time any de- 
sire to kill?“ “No.” 

“Did you have at that time any 
malice or premeditation of intent 
to kill?”

Calm Under Cross-Examination. 

Under cross-examination 
Wright’s agitated demeanor ap- 
peared to change into one of calm 
and self-control. 

As Chief Prosecutor Ernest Roll 
questioned him, he spoke in pre- 
cise English. 

Roll dwelt as length on the ques- 
tion whether Wright was jealous of 
his wife. Wright qualified several 
answers. : 

“Well, you were suspicious of 
her, weren't you?”

FIREMEN RESCUE PAIR 
FR BURNING HOME 


My. and Mrs. Hugh Dodson, 
Operators of Private School, 
Trapped by Smoke.

Trapped on the second floor of a 
burning frame building at 5337 Cab- 
anne avenue, Mr. and Mrs. Hugh 
Dodson, who lived and conducted a 
private school there, were rescued 
by firemen last midnight. 

Dodson, in hat and slippers and 
a topcoat thrown over his pajamas, 
made his way down.a ladder put up 
to a window at the front of the 
building, and Mrs. Dodson, in night 
dress, was aided by firemen down a 
ladder from the second-floor back 
porch. 

Awakened by someone outside 
who called, “Mr. Dodson, Mr. Dod-

She ran 
the back porch. 

Dodson tried to get down a stair- 
way but was forced back, choking 
with smoke, he related.

The first 
firemen to arrive erected the lad- 
ders and turned in a second alarm, 
summoning a total of seven engine 
companies, three ladder companies 
and the salvage corps. . 

District Fire Chief Robert Finne- 
gan and John Ryan of Engine Co. 
36 each suffered cuts on the left 
foot, but were able to return to the 
scene after medical treatment. 

Damage to the building, a ram- 

bling frame structure containing 17 
rooms, was estimated at $5000 by 
Fire Chief John J. O’Boyle. He 
estimated damage to the contents 
at $2000, but Dodson thought it 
would be ‘considerably greater, 
pointing out that he had an exten- 
sive library of rare books in the 
basement.

She 
related a stranger introducing him- 
self as “William Hampton,” a 
friend of her brother in Pittsburgh, 
took her to lunch and apologizing 
for kicking her foot under the ta- 
ble. 

When she protested that he had 

t kicked her, she said, he looked 
under the table and “found” the 
wallet, stuffed with banknotes and 
identification papers. One of the 
papers described the owner of the 
wallet, John Taylor, as “the wolf 
of Wall street.” 

When Miss Beeson and Hampton 
returned the wallet to Taylor, she 
said, he offered them a reward and 
when they refused, he offered to 
invest it for them. 

“We finally had $250,000 profits,” 
Miss Beeson said, “but a cashier 
from the stock exchange said he 
couldn’t pay until he had satisfac- 
tory proof we could have met the 
loss had there been one.” 

The witness told of her trip to 
Reno, the cashing of her securities 
at the Riverside Bank of Reno, and 
then the “blow-off” of sending the 
fleeced victim home broke.

Mrs. Irene Kite, buxom blonde

MOVIE EXHIBITORS LOSE 
FIGHT ON BLOCK BOOKING 


U. 8. Judge Sustains Demurrer 
Filed by Paramount Pictures 
Corporation. 

By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 2.—Efforts 
of 2 independent motion picture ex- 
hibitors to attack the system of 
block booking used by leading film 
distributors met defeat yesterday 
when Federal Judge Leon Yank- 
wich sustained a demurrer filed by 
Paramount Pictures Corporation. 

The plantiffs charged Paramount 
and seven other major distributors, 
designated as “the big eight,” with 
violation of Federal laws in con- 
nection. with the “block booking” 
system.

CHICAGO, Feb. 2.— The army’s 
new sub-stratosphere plane was 
given an unqualified indorsement 
yesterday by Assistant Secretary of 
War Louis Johnson, first high war 
department official to make a sus- 
tained flight in the craft. 

The ship dropped out of the skies 
above Chicago late yesterday after 
a speedy flight from Washington. 
It is said to be capable of sustained 
flight at 350 miles an hour. 
Although most of the distance 
was flown at an altitude of 22,000 
feet, a supercharger maintained a 
pressure the cabin correspond- 
ing to that at an altitude of 12,000 
feet. ' 

“What our engineers have dont,“ 
said Johnson, “was to provide 

for regulating density of the 
ais inside the cabin to that of any 
given altitude. The flight was 
made in utmost comfort. While the 
temperature outside was zero at 
21,000 feet, the thermometer in the 
cabin showed 52 degrees.

Leahy Tells House Com- 


tablished Ratio.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Admiral 
William D. Leahy, chief of naval 


operations, told the House Naval 
Committee today the navy has no 
plans for combining with any na- 
tion in a possible war.” He made 
the statement in reply to a direct 
question by Representative Maas 
(Rep.), Minnesota, during the third 
day of hearings on a proposed 3800, 
000,000 naval expansion program. 

His denial of any such alliance 
came after Chairman Vinson 
(Dem.), Georgia, had called atten- 
tion to demands made in the Sen- 
ate yesterday for clarification of 
the administration’s foreign policy. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, was 
one of those who told his colleagues 
the impression had been given there 
was a “tacit alliance” between the 
United States and Great Britain to 
build up their navies. 

“This (building) program is jus- 
tified by a need to provide naval 
strength in the same proportion 
that was provided in the Washing- 
ton and London naval treaties—the 
5-5-3 ratio,” Leahy said. This was 
the ratio established for Great Brit- 
ain, the United States and Japan. 

Questioned by Vinson concerning 
statements that the proposed in- 
crease represented a radical change 
in American policy of seeking reduc- 
tion in international naval arma- 
ments, Leahy replied that “exactly 
the opposite ig true.“ 


Query on Singapore Visit. 


During the questioning of Leahy, 
Representative Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, asked whether the sending

Blom- 
berg left for Italy with his bride 
soon thereafter. 

No official announcement will de 
made before the end of the week, 
it is learned, and may be delayed 
longer. When made, the announce- 
ment will coupled with publica- 
tion of a scheme for conduct .of 
military affairs in the future, ac- 
cording to an authoritative source, 

Blomberg retains his title of Field 
Marshal, there being no retirement 
for that rank.

A Physician on Inadequate Medical Care 


Recent letter by six doctors upholding the present system is challenged by another 
practitioner, who asserts masses do not get proper service; if profession itself does 
not remedy conditions, he says, lay groups or state will attempt solution; urges 
temperance in controversy, and serious effort to determine the basic factsand needs. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Na letter published Jan. 27, six physicians 
| statea that they were shocked to find you 

not using your usual sound reasoning in 
your editorial on the inadequate medical 
care received by people with incomes of 
less than $1500 a year. I feel that the state- 
ments made by these doctors should not go 
unchallenged, if for no other reason than 
for the sake of the discussion which this 
subject deserves. 

With all due respect to these ‘aoctors, they 
give the direct impression that, except for 
a very few who may pay minimum fees, the 
great majority of people earning $1500 or 
less per year get better medical service than 
any other single item of necessity and do 


not pay anything for it. I do not know from 


what sourcé of. information, these doctors 
draw conclusions to allow them to make 
these statements. 

* * 

Except for a very few industries which 
furnish medical care to their employes 
through health insurance schemes, for which 
the employes pay, the great. majority of 
wage earners in “this economic class are on 
their own in private health matters. These 
people, because other alternatives are closed 
to them, pay well for what they get, and 
they have developed a high sense of pride 
in not making themselves recipients of char- 
ity where health service is concérned. 

These people work all day and cannot af- 
ford to sit in a clinic (where they are in 
most instances charged a small fee) for a 
day at a time to be waited upon, only to be 
told to return for further examination. They 
are the least capable of judging what con- 
stitutes adequate medical care. 

Are their interests being best served by 
the present methods? There is abundant 
evidence in any such employed group to an- 
swer the question in the negative. Would 
these six doctors consider a plan as being

often what the layman wants is quite differ- 
ent from what he needs, and the responsibil-

Failing in a proper program of education 
of laymen, organized medicine could, if it 
would, qualify the practices of doctors in a 
rigid, non-prejudiced manner. This would 
have to mean considerably more than mem- 
bership in organized medicine as it now 
functions. 

Or, if that is not practical, groups of em- 
ployes may form an association and, with 
the help of competent and unprejudiced ad- 
vice from well-informed sources, may pick 
their own groups or staff of doctors, upon 
whom they may depend. They may pay for 
this as usual by a fee per visit or as a 
monthly sum which is pooled into a mutual 
group risk, 

The method most desired by any particu- 
lar group is immaterial. This tendency to- 
ward group effort is entirely unnecessary, 
but is a natural outgrowth of medicine's 
failure in its responsibilities. 


The great mass of wage earners and their 
families earning $1500 a year or less are 
paying for medical care and are being cared 
for inadequately. Organized medicine would 
do well to face the facts, cease arguing that 


they do not exist, discover the basic causes 


for this unnecessary situation, and then 
take the indicated steps to correct matters 
for the layman.
